A REVIEW. 


The seas on of steamboating on the Mis- 


souri river this year has been from the 
15th of April, on which date the Eclipise 
left for Benton, to the llth of November, 
when the Butte and 3Iacleod arrived from 
Cow Island. This shows seven months 
of navigation. 
The Butte was the last 


boat to leave Cowr Island this year Nov. 
3, which is eleveri days later than ever a 
boat left that point, the Macleod leaving 
the day before. The first boat to reach 
Benton last =pring was the Col. Macleod 
which started from here April 16th and 
arrived at Benton on the 27th, being the 
earliest ever a boat arrived at that place. 
The Benton arrived on the same day. 
The Coulson line boats are all below, 
most of them wintering at Yankton.

IMPROVING THE.RIVER. 


The Macleod b^ou ght down the SteVens 


engineer corps engaged this season in 
mprovinsc the Upper Missouri river. 
Although work did not commence until 
\ugust a great improvement bus been 
made. Thd force was divided into three 
quads, one at Grand Island, one at Bird's 
iapids and one at Dauphin's Rapids. 
TliC|dam at Grand Island chute has been 
repalired aud a point dam built apove, 
which makes the river easy of navigatioa 
where heretofore it was dangeraus and 
almost impassable except in high water. 
A dam hat, been bui It at Hammond Island 
;hute and another at the lower point of 
Srand Island. The dams at Cow Island 
have been repaired and a smooth piece of 
river is the result. The repairing at 
Dauphin's Rapids is als>o a marked im- 
provement, it being considered a very 
langcroua stretch of river. 


ROCKS REMOVED. 


At Bird's Rapids 200 cubic vards of 
ock have been removed; at Cabin Rapids, 
4; at Magpie Rapids, 104; at Lone Pine, 
3; at Chimney Bend, one of the worst 
jlaces in the river, 306; and at Castle 
3luff Rapids, also a dangerous place, 454, 
makingatotalof 1,111 cubicyardsof rock 
ipisted and removed from the river.

Freaks of Fickle Fortune. 


"Easy come, easy go," remarked a 


sportsman to his friend, on reading the 
account of the drawers of the principal 
prize in the late extraordinary French 
lottery. 


'•Then you don't believe,' quiried his 


friend, "that luck hits are lasting bene- 
fits?" 


"I have never known them to prove so, 


and and I have known of many so-called 
lucky strikes."' 


"Can 
you mention a case in point?" '' 


"Yes, half a dozen. There was Noah 


Taylor of Jersey City. He drew $70,000 
in a lottery years ago. ^At first he flour- 
ished. He built a large hotel in Jersey 
City. Then he laid in a heavy stock of 
whisky before the war tax was imposed, 
making heaps of money out of that. 
Finally, however, his fortune dwindled 
away, it is said, until he-had lost all. 


"Then there was George Smith of Chi- 


cago. He came here about the time the 
Criystal Palace opened. Within a month 
he made $100,000-cash. The next sum- 
mer he had to borrow a dollar to get a 
dinner. 


Take John Morrissey for another ex- 


ample. He made a hundred lucky hits. 
After his death his estate amounted tolit- 
,tlp or nothing. 


"The most remarkable case, however, 


is that ot Mr. Penistan, the Philadelphia 
liquor dealer, who, five years ago, drew 
the largest prize ever paid in America." 


'•'I remember his case," broke in the 


friend, "but I have heard so many con- 
flicting stories that I don't know which 
to believe." 
• "The facts are these," continued the 
sportsman, "as I have them from Mr. 
Penistan's associates: Mr. Penistan was 
doing a comfortable business in Phila- 
delphia, but was not making money 
enough to indulge in his love for fast 
horses. One day in the spring ot 1873 
he read an advertisement of an extra 
drawing of the Royal Havana Lottery, 
which was to take place April 23, in 
which the first prize was announced as 
$500,000. Tae idea struck him that he 
might draw that prize and show the boys 
what he could do in the way of fast 
horses. Acting on the idea he wrote to 
Martinez & Co., agents of the Spanish 
lottery in this city, enclosing money for 
a ticket. On receiving the letter the 
clerk of the agents took the top ticket 
(1077) and Sent it to Mr. Penistan. In a 
few days a dispatch came from Havana 
to the effect that ticket 1077 had drawn 
the capital prize of $500,000. Martinez 
& Co. telegraphed Mr. Penistan that his 
ticket had drawn the great prize. 
Mr. 


Penistan lumped for joy on hearing the 
news. Slapping the brother of his fa- 
ther-in law, came on to draw the money. 
They found they would have to wait 
about a week until the1 Havana steamer 
arrived with copies of the official draw- 
ing before the prize could be cashed. 


"The party enjoyed themselves seeing 


the sights of the metropolis until the 
official's drawings came. Mr. Penistan, 
who was then aoout 45, tall, slender and 
gentlemanly, bore his good fortune with 
rare modesty, studiously avoiding any 
display. As soon as the drawings came-" 
Martinez & Co. paid over $410,000 in 
cash, the amount due after deducting the 
difference between American dollars and 
Spanish money. This was the largest 
prize ever cashed here. Two years pre- 
viously ticket 9444, Drawing $200,000, had 
been paid. 


"The fickle goddess who had smiled so 


blandly on Mr. Penistan now began her 
capricious capers. The brother of his 
father-in-law sued him for the alleged 
promised half of his suddenly-acquired 
wealth, together with a claim for advanc- 
es, or something of that nature. A law 
suit loomed up, and it is said that Mr. 
Penistan., nervous and worried, paid 
over $50,000 for peace and quietness. 


"Then wide- awake horsemen received 


him with open arms. He was what they 
term an angel—one with plenty of mo- 
ney to expend on horse-flesh. A few oi 
his horses turned out well, and made a 
noise at the time. One great and respect- 
ed horseman, who will never gamble a 
penny on a noise, paid Mr. Penistan 
$15,000 for a splendid stallion.

USEFUL INFORMATION. 


BXKEDT FOB MOTH PATCHES.—Saler- 


atns dissolved in whisky, in the propor- 
tion of a teaspoonful of toe fonuer-to a 
pint of tne latter, is said, by a lady who 
has tried it,.to be a sure remedy for 
moth patches. After beingwellwetwith 
the I preparation, it is asserted that the 
spots will rub off, leaving the *1ri« as 
fair and soft as an infant's. 


To BEHOVE BUST PEOM STEEL—The 


steel to be cleaned should be washed 
with a solution composed of one-half 
ounce of cyanide of potassium in two 
ounces of water; then brush with the 
following recipe; Cyanide of potassi- 
um, one-half 'ounce; casmle soap, one 
ounce; whiting and water sufficient to 
form a paste. Cyanide of potassium is 
a most violent poison, and persons us- 
ing it should be particularly carefuL 


To STAIN WOOD BROWN.—Get an 


ounce each of catechu and bichromate 
of potash. Break the catechu—which 
is a blackish gum-like sujbstance—into 
small fragments, place it in a glass or 
earthenware vessel, with a piece of 
washing soda as large as a walnut, and 
pour upon it a pint of 1 wiling water, 
and | stir until dissolved. Put the bi- 
chromate in a bottle with a pint of cold 
water, and dissolve with occasional 
shaking. Paint over the wood-work 
to be stained, first with the catechu so- 
lution, and let it dry; it will be of a 
dull,! dirty brown. "When, dry go over 
it with the solution of bichromate, and 
it will turn to a very rich chestnut 
browjn. By varying the strength of the 
solutions, the depth of color will be 
varied. When quite dry, apply shellac, 
or other varnish. Very cheap, easily ap- 
plied and satisfactory. 
} 


HJjNis ABOUT WATEB.—No water that 


has stood in open vessels during the 
night should be used for] drinking or 
cooking. By exposure to the air it has lost 
its "aeration," and has absorbed many 
of the dust germs floating in the apart- 
ment. If convenience requires water 
to be kept in vessels for ueveral hours 
before use, it should be [covered, un- 
less Jthe vessels are tight. Wherever 
practical, all distributing reservoirs 
should be covered. Filtering always 
adds to the purity of the w ater. Drink- 
ing-water should not be taken from 
lakes or rivers on a low level Surface 
water, or water in lakes, pools or rivers, 
which receive the surface wash, should 
be avoided' as much as possible. Do 
not drink much water at a time. More 
than two tumblerfuls should not be 
taken at a meal. Do not drink between 
meals unless to quench thirst, as excess 
of water weakens the gastric juice and 
overworks the kidneys. Excessive po- 
tations, whether of water or other fluid, 
relax the stomach, impair jits secretions 
and | paralyze its movements.

city will be sending their catalogues to a' legion 
of customers on the upper Missouri and the Yel- 
lowstone country. Yon see I have been in Bis- 
marck and have noted the great improvements 
that enterprising burg has made in a few years. 
May the future add moieand more to her'pros- 
penty. But Bismarck was not exactly t he prob- 
lem I had in my mind and mentioned above, 
ion may pardon the digrestion. I was thinkin«* 
of Home of the m. rchants who visit this section 
occasionally. Their comings and goings are not 
always registered, but about pay day it is ea-y to 
note the effects of theii sojourn. 'Ihe bovs call 
it the "Grey Mare" which being translated sim- 
ply means, the sale of liquors by unauthorized 
parties.
